'The C. .P. II. and its attitude to the 
city of Victoria" might very wul] have 
been the announced subject of the very 
interesting address -delivered by Sir 
Thomas Shaugnessy at tho Board of 
Trade rooms yesterday at noon. While 
tho C. P. lit. president's remarks were 
entirely impromptu, they nevertheless 
took tho form of a message of good will 
from the great corporation 'to the peo- 
ple of Victoria, 

The meeting had been arranged as tho 
result of an interview had with Sir 
Thomas tho previous evening on board 
the steamer Princess Victoria just us 
soon 116 the vessel had reached the dock 
from Vancouver, by S. .T. Pitts and Sec- 
retary Elworthy of the Board of 
Trade. It was u happy thought on the 
part of these gentlemen, for the meet- 
ing was a very pleasant one and iu every 
sense a great success. 

The largo auditorium was thronged 
with representative business men when 
Sir Thomas mndo his appearance shortly 
before "12 o'clock, lie w::s at once greet- 
ed by the chairman, iGhnrles Todd, pres- 
ident of the Board ot' Trade and made 
to feel that' ho was- among friends, the 
deafening applause which signalized his 
entry testifying to the cordiality of hi" 
reception. 

The chairman explained that such i 
meeting hud been arranged to afford tho 
business men of Victoria an opportunity 
of greeting Sir Thomas and expressing 
to him their hearty appreciation of re- 
cent acts of the company of which lie 
was the distinguished bead in tnkin 
enlarged inie_^\st in the welfare and up- 
building of Victoria, He commented on 
the fact that tho IC.T. If, was now ono 
of the foremost commercial concerns of 
the world, mentioning that its gross earn- 
ings were about .FLOOO.OOO i>er week. 

''Is that estimate not about correct, Sir 
Thomas?" said the chairman turning 
to the :C. 'P. R. president. 

'•Yes," was the reply, "for n good 
weok" (laughter). 

Mr. Todd then dwelt for n moment on 
the early history of British Columbia be- 
fore the advent of thejC E-Jl., depicting 
the marvelous change yhich has been 
wrought because the building of the 
great national highway. 

Sir Thomas was very warmly greeted 
on rising to address the large gathering, 
lie opened his remarks by saying that 
when he had promised to attend a meet- 
ing of tho Board of Trade 'he -did not 
anticipate, lie would be greeted by mich 
a large body of gentlenvu representing 
tho leading business interests of the 
province. The chairman had men- 
tioned 1 that the O. P. It. was now n 
mighty concern. It was, but it bad had 
its days of hardship when striving to 
plueo the undertaking on a ifirm business 
basis. The company had difficulties 
which' the general public knew nothing 
about. An attempt was made to create 
a feeling in the money markets of the 
world that the enterprise couhl never 'be 
made.- successful: and because of this 
the company had found it difficult . at 
times to raise snflleieut money. How- 
ever, by pursuing n strictly conservative 
policy, the mime that any careful busi- 
nes man would follow, the company suc- 
ceeded in surmounting these obstacles 
and hud now the best credit of any cor- 
poration of the kind in the world (ap- 
plause). 

The company bud found it impossible 
to satisfy the demands of every section 
of tho 'Dominion; and British Columbia 
had made overtures for new lines which 
the company for a time found it hard 
to meet. But a* soon as the mining in- 
dustry in British Columbia assumed 
large proportions the company recog- 
nized at once that new lines were re- 
quired and these had been put down 
just as fast as the company felt war- 
ranted in doing so. He felt that if a 
comparison were made of what the C. 
P. It. had done for tho interior and what 
tho prophets had accomplished it would 
not result in the discomfiture of the C. 
P. It. (Applause.) While the Nakusp 
and ISlocau Railway had not been built 
by the C. P. 'It., it had very early been 
taken over by that corporation and lie 
could say that ever since tho road had 
been operated at a loss. Tho Columbia 
& Western road also, had not paid n 
cent in profit, the drop in the price of 
copper curtailing the revenue which had 
been anticipated. The British Columbia 
Southern railway had opened an im- 
portant section of the province, and 
gave an adequate supply of coal and 
coke at moderate prices (applause). 

Alluding to the company's interests in 
the city < f V ct< ri i, Sir Ti onms s >id this 
city had had its demands also— de- 
mands which for a long time the C P, 
It. was not in n position to meet. But 
Victoria, notwithstanding this, had al 
ways been a' loyal and consistent friend 
of the C. P. It. (applause). Owing to 
the geographical position of tho city tho 
'C. P. It. Company found it impossible to 
make this point the actual terminus ot 
the line, and this, necessitated the crea- 
'Hon of an important -city at Burrard in- 
let; where the company had to arrange 
for extern iv<- dockage and yard facilities 
■It was quite- natural that a feeling' ol 
rivalry between the two places should 
result;, but as the. years passed it is 
found flint Victoria Is making progress 
of 'a' vo'rv substantial character, nnd he 
was glad to 'know that the feeling ot 



animosity between the two cities is grad 
ually disappearing (applause). While the 
•C. P. It. up to ri very short time ago 
comparatively bad no 'lauded interests 
Inf. Victoria, 6ome consideration had 
been given, by the company to the ques- 
tion of what could' be done to take addi- 
tional interest '.which would redound to 

the advantage,! of -.Victoria, and some 
years ago a tine steamer had been con- 
structed to give, a fust service to /Van- 
couver. On representations, however, 
emanating froni 'Victoria, this bout was 
recalled and sold. - The "Company had 
now, however, furnished a lino new ves- 
sel, which he thought would meet with 
the approval ofj everybody (applause), 

Victoria witli>nll its varied attractions 
ought to be the natural resort for the 
■tolulsts of the continent and because 
of that fact the C. P. It. hud thought 
it well to meet the botol requirements by 
putting up a first-class place.' It was 
well-known, ,sa«l ISir Thomas, that noth- 
ing served so well as n magnet to draw 
touitsts ,'as a igood hotel % This had 
been the e.vjieri^nce iu Quebec where tha 
C IP. Ill; hud eTected the Chateau Fron- 
tenac at a eost-of $840,000. This was 
a large expenditure, but ho was happy 
to say that it had proved a profitable en- 
terprise right fcpm the start. That 
nothing else could have contributed so 
much towards the upbuilding of Quebec 
would be manifest when he mentioned 
Hint the Chateau (Frotltenac handled no 
less than 20,000 guests annually. The 
merchants of the city had profited very 
materially from the enterprise, ns he 
knew they would be very glad to testify. 
Beetuse of the persistency of the Board 
of Trade, assisted by other civic bodies 
his company bad been induced to agree 
to build a tourist hotel in this city. 
While lie could Jiot promise it would cost 
ns much as the . Chateau Prorilenac, -"yet 
he would say that the building when 
completed would not be a disappoint- 
niont. Personally he had always felt 
that Victorians Should make some special 
effort to" arrange for the conducting of 
the existing hotels on improved lines, 
but as it hud apparently been found im- 
possible' to bring tbis' about, and the C. 
iP. It. structure was j><nv decided upon, 
nil effort would be made by his com- 
pany to bring people here in such num- 
bers that the existing hostelries would 
not suffer. Just as soon' as the Jilling in 
operations would {permit work would 
ttnrt on the new Jiotel (applause). lie 
was very much gratified at the excellent 
feeling towards, the C. V. It. as manifes- 
ted by the vote on the hotel by-law; 
and ho sincerely trusted that it would 
continue. Ho had no doubt whatever 
about the future pleasant relations be- 
tween the C. P. It. and Victoria if only 
when business matters came up requir- 
ing adjustment; tho politicians stood to 
one side and permitted the questions to 
be taken up and settled among business 
men (loud 'applause). 

A vote of thanks to Sir Thomas,' 
moved by 6. .T. 'Pitts and seconded by C. 
li itedfern closed the proceedings.

At Quebec weather conditions dur'ug 
the past week appear to have benefited 
general trade, both wholesale and re- 
tail, and the sales in the former art- 
reported large as this time twelve 
months ago. In shipping circles large 
quantities of grain continue to arrive 
by water, and in this respect large ship- 
ments for export are expected. 

Vancouver and Victoria.— Reports 
from tho Pacific Coast cities continue 
satisfactory. The demand for fall and 
winter goods is brisk, and the pros- 
pects point to a steady demand for the 
next couple of months. The drv goods 
trade has been better this fall than for 
a long time, and the trade in that line 
still continues active. Staple goods aie 
firmly held. 

The weather, having become more 
settled and favorable for the harvest, 
there is a better fee-ling in trade cir- 
cles at Winnipeg. 

Trade at Hamilton, as reported for 
Brndstreets this week, continues to 
show a fair amount of activity.

ELECTION FORECASTS. 

There is now only one more -week of 
the election campaign and already mi 
merbus forecasts of the result through 
out the province are being made. We 
do not see how any accurate forecast 
can bo made with new lists, new 
stituencies and a new alignment of part- 
ies, iby the ordinary methods of politi- 
cal computation. There are a few con- 
stituencies in which it may be said for 
certain that a candidate on the one side 
or the other will be elected or defeat- 
ed. 'But as to the Reneral result fore- 
casts based upon previous action, oi 
an imperfect- canvass, are only blind 
guesses in the dark, and are not worth 
the paper on which they are printed. 
jBut at the same time there are other 
considerations which make a sweeping 
Conservative victory a fair anticipation. 
The Conservative party lias a brighter 
and more united lot of candidate 
the fields. It is showing somo of the 
elements of a political party in the 
Ifield. Its candidates are not men 'carry- 
ing on guerilla warfare in their separ 
ate sections, but a solid battalion unit- 
ed by a common purpose and conscious 
of a common aim. As such they have 
a great advantage over- their oppon 
ents. Where is there one campaigner 
in ,tho Liberal ranks whose voice 
carrying beyond the limits of his own 
municipality? The organ of the Lib- 
eral party, which might be expected to 
rally the forces of Liberalism upon come 
general principles of action, seems to 
be making its campaign largely upon 
personal record of one of the candi- 
dates in municipal affairs. True, by 
doing so the Times is daily improving 
-Mr. Hayward's chances of heading the 
poll. The general consensus of opin- 
ion in .this city is that in his muni- 
cipal career Mr. illayward showed 
•brains, energy, public spirit and admin- 
istrative capacity. And there are others 
besides C°n se "' il tives who resent that "n 
man so much respected, one who has 
deserved so well of his fell6^>citizens, 
should ibo abused and vilified simply 
because he has taken finch a part as 
bis opinions justify him in taking, in 
party polities. It is not, however, the 
unfairness of this campaign, but its 
poverty of idea to which we wisbMo 
draw attention. The Liberal-Conserva- 
tive party in British Columbia is not 
bound up in the p«rsonality of Mr. 
Charles Hayward, We do not believe 
'•that, outside the city of Victoria there 
are two Liberal-Conservatives who 
would, care a button whether Mr. 
Charles Hayward of Victoria was elect- 
ed or not, provided some other good 
Conservative were elected in his p. ace. 
Yet, according to the Times apparent- 
ly, the Liberal "party in British Colum- 
bia is bound up in opposition to the per- 
sonality of Mr. Charles Hayward of 
Victoria. That is beginning to dwarf 
all other issues in Its; columns, and it 
is supposed to be the chief organ of 
.Liberalism in British Columbia. We 
' are justified surely in inferring from 
such a poverty of campaign material 
an inability on the part of the Liberal 
party to attract enough voters to en- 
sure it of n majority. Another of the 
great stock in trade argurueuts of the 
Liberal party is the dredge King lid- 
ward. The persistence of this machine 
in politics is one of the most laughable 
tilings wo ever heard of. A mud dredge 
lias apparently been elevated as the 
sacred symbol of all that Liberalism 
can do in the held of politics. That 
ponderous engine for the manipulation 
of mud heeds the beck and call o£ Mr. 
Itiley as Caliban bowed before the 
magic wand of Prospero. We havu 
heard of "parish pump" politics as a 
metaphorical expression; but the Lib- 
erals of the city of Victoria couio near 
to its literal acceptation, and the dredgo 
King Edward is their parish pump be- 
yond which their ideas do not stray. 
The disunion of their candidates and 
the pettiness of their cauip.iign consti- 
tute good grounds lor the anticipation 
that the Liberals wiil meet with u 
general rout throughout ■ the province. 
There is another general ground, how- 
ever, from which the same inference 
can be drawn. It is the noticeable 
reaction against the larger ideas of Lib- 
eralism visible generally tUroughc-nlt 
tne West of Canada which this attempt- 
ed absorption in petty local issues ia 
designed to cover. The West of Can- 
ada is sick of the treachery, dissimula- 
tion and tergiversation of the Liberal 
party.

He instanced the Otter Toint and booke 
road, one of the very best highways in 
the province; also the road to the High- 
land district. These things were, mat- 
ters of some importance, and their ex- 
istence more than refuted the charge of 
"nothing done." Then the sidewalk 
had been laid in three years from the 
city to Esquimalt; a work of great im- 
portance to the navy, who were very 
grateful for it. It was, besides, of no 
.little importance to the city. Over 
i$73,000 more than had been paid into 
the treasury >au been spent in the dis- 
trict. Ho hiluself had been largely ^in- 
strumental in increasing the revenues of 
the district owing to his 1-irge purchases 
of laud.

and mixed farming above nil will al- 
ways ensure u comfortable living off the 
land, while seventy bushels to the acre 
which is really the average yield is con 
siderably more than 'Ontario, Dakota, 
Minnesota, Iowa, or Nebraska can yield,

THE RED RIVER VAIJLEY 
there are in round numbers 2,800,000 
acres of the best land, and of this 
only 800,001) acres are as yet under cul- 
tivation. South of the main line of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway to the bound- 
ary of Nbrth Dakota, west of the Red 
River valley are 4,000,000, of which only 
1,300,000 acres aro under cultivation. 
'North of the railway aro other 4,000,- 
'(XX) acres, with 000,000 acres cultivated. 
This land can all be bought at prices 
varying from twelve to sixty shillings 
per acre. Free homesteads of 100 acres 
are to be obtained on the outskirts of 
present settlements to the oast of the 
Red River, between Lakes Winnipeg 
and Manitoba, and in the newly openod 
districts nlong the line of the Canadian 
IXortheru Railway already constructed, 
and that portion of it that is projected 
through u territory where blight, drought 
scorching winds, and cyclones are un- 
known. 'N"aturally the man who begins 
with some capital— £50 to £100 on land- 
ing is I take it almost indispensable— 
has a great advantage, but I meet ev- 
erywhere men who started out here 
with hardly as many dollars. They made 
their way by working ns farm laborers 
at seeding 1 and harvesting time, while 
during other months they performed the 
Statutory and necessary work on the free 
homesteads they hod acquired from the 
Government. 1 was in Manitoba two 
weeks ago when the corn was almost 
green; today I return to see the stooks 
of grain stiuid ranked among the golden 
stubble. In the past twelve hours more 
than two thousand harvesters from On- 
tario towns and cities passed through 
Winnipeg railway station. If one by 
any miraclo had failed to sec how ut- 
terly the province depends upon the kind- 
ly earth for its sustenance he could not 
in this crowded depot' longer remain ig- 
norant. For ten dollars— roughly two 
guineas— the railway company carry tho 
harvester from tlie East to Winnipeg. 
Here the authorities, knowing at what 
(point westward labor is in demand, 
transfer the requisite number freo to 
stations further on. Eight pounds a 
month is the average pay of a harves- 
ter, with board. 'If, when the harvest 
is ovor,-be elects to return to ±is - homo 
in, the East, he may do so for n railway 
fare of eighteen dollars. It is thus that

Tho following narrative Is how a re- 
fractory horse became subdued, docile 
and gentle by kinuness and immune 
means eihployed in its accomplishment. 
The paper upon this subject was intend- 
ed to be read before the S.P.C.A. There 
being no meetings to be held in the near 
future of which 1 am aware, this is giv- 
en for publication in the meantime. With 
this brief introduction 1 will proceed wita 
tiie story. 

In the latter sixties and early seventies 
I obtained a contract from the colonial 
government for currying the mails be- 
tween Hope and Kooteuay. iMy .first con- 
tract was mado with the iate Mr. Bush- 
by, the colonial postmaster general until 
1871, when this Vns transferred to the 
Dominion government, represented ut 
Victoria in the person of John Dewe, 
Esq., chief post office inspector, with 
whom 1 renewed the contract for three 
years. This was done in the old wooden 
post office building on Government street, 
whore tho late Henry Wootten, Esq., 
was postmaster, a gentleman to whom I 
was indebted for many favors officially. 
There were two routes open to travelers 
by horso from Hope during the summer 
and autumn months— the .Shepherd atid 
the Colville trails. 

Dewdney trail over the Hope moun- 
tain was followed to .Christiana creek, 
on lower Kettlo river, where the Colville 
trail branched off here. The distance 
from Hope to Kooteuay was computed 
by the Dewdney trail to be 440 miles 
—via the Colville and Spokane route 5oU 
miles. 

The Colville route was the only feas- 
ible one during the high water or early 
summer months. The Shepherd and 
Kooteuay trail being practically impas- 
sable on account of extreme high water 
at Kooteuay bike, (loat river and other 
g :n weighs ' places. The Colville trail, although the 
■ ;\v of 19,- | longest but as far as the Pen and Oreille 
I lake, was the best, being through a 
bunch gn.ss country and comparatively 
level. On tp Back river and thence to 
Bonner's Ferry was a trifle difficult, but 
beyond this the road was linn and the 
country hilly until the Moojie, or Rainy 
river, was reached. From this point, 
just beyond the boundary line, for a dis- 
tance of To miles the trail was in fair 
condition up to Galbraith's ferry and 
Wiid Horse creek. With this brief de- 
scription of the routes I will proceed to 
the subject on the treatment of animals. 

During my travels on both these routes 
I bad a number of horses at different 
points aluiig the road— generally at Alle- 
sons, Colville and Spokane— but one in 
particular is the subject of this sketch. 
Oil one of the trips from Kooteuay to 
Ho]ie it became necessary for me to "pro- 
euro a horse hi Colville valley, my riding 
horse being tired and exhausted. I left 
him at a farm house and then proceeded 
to Fort Colville, a small garrison town 
in the district, and drew up at Oppen- 
beiiuer's store and inquired from one of 
the proprietors in a mild .way if there 
were any saddle horses for sale in the 
vicinity. 1 trier, to impress unn<> Mr. 
O. that I did not want all the Wo.id to 
know, but just to make one or two in- 
quiries, for I know it was a matter of 
little difficulty to pick up a horse lower 
down the valley along the road or from 

the li. B. C t the fort. 

In about fifteen minutes the"o was .a 
motley crowd of horses in the town 
which reminded me sis well as I can 
recollect of sin Irish horso fair. In this 
short space of time the news must have 
traveled of "horse wanted" at a radius 
of at least four or live miles. Amongst 
the numerous collection of animals 1 
selected a rather nice sorrel mare, a 
mixture of Spanish and Cayoosh, six 
years old, which I bought from the own- 
er, a French settler, for $4t). He, as 
is usual in such cases, described her as 
si splendid animal, kind and gentle in 
every respect and good natural. I, how- 
ever, paid little attention to tlds, hav- 
ing heard the same story on several 
previous occasions. In looking nt her 
eye I thought that it was rather bril- 
liant nnd restless, denoting nervous- 
ness and activity. I wondered how it 
wsis that the owner led the animal into 
the town while all the others were rid- 
ing. Being now in possession she should 
be s-bod. 1 sent her down the street to 
the blacksmith for that purpose. In 
ubout ten minutes after we were all 
.startled by shouting and commotion of 
people hurrying down the street. On 
arriving on Che scene of the noise we 
beheld the blacksmith outside doors, o'.i 
the ground, his tools scattered about in 
all directions, and the nice, gentle ani- 
mal that 1 bought making for tho hills 
at n 2.40 gait on under. Those who 
arrived first said that the blacksmith 
was calling for some one to give him 
bis pistol. He explained the matter by 
saying that in trying to shoe the ani- 
mal she just 1 kicked the shop inside out 
and landed him on his back in tho mid- 
dle of tho road. He was not hurt, but 
looked pale when a glass ti Walla 
Walla whiskey set him firm on bis feet. 
I would have sold out just them nt a 
sacrifice but there being no buyers I 
felt that 1 must do something, so 1 hired 
sin Indian to catch and bring .back the 
horse, and gave him a dollar. I cannot 
account for this, but I rather liked the 
horse even after all this commotion, and 
I feit confident Unit 1 could with a little 
management ride this anim.il, but not 
in the town. I would select ,. nice, quiot 
place where I should be alone, as 1 did 
not feel disposed to give tho people a 
free exhibition. As I had some trouble- 
some horses on previous occasions to 
deal with during my trtvels and over- 
come them all, I concluded that 1 should 
try my skill upon this one, at that time 
not fearing any horse when once mount- 
ed. 1 saddled my other horse and with 
si riuto or stake rope I fastened to her 
us a halter and the end to the pummel 
of my saddle and strted down the vol- 
ley towards the Columbia or Marcus. 
She cut a figure eight a few times, but 
Anally concluded tbstt she hat' better go 
quietly.' I Was met by at least a dozen 
men, who asked me all sorts of ques- 
tion: Where I was going with the 
horse, and if I had bought tho animal, 
remarking that I had nn elephant on 
my hands. Another advised me to take 
an Indian over the mountain, the dis- 
tance to Rock creek being about ninety 
miles. He. knew the animal both by 
sight and reputation and gave mo the 
pleasing information that it would, take 
-ubout ten men and a boy to manage 
her on the trip, and advised me to leave 
some directions to send to my friends, 
so that tho settlers would know what 
to do when 1 was picked up. My next 
acquaintance was a French half-breed,' 
who gave me some pointers, that the 
animal could outrun anything from Col- 
ville to Okanugan, nnd that I might 
trade or swap her off to an Indiou along 
the way, or have a race with them. But 
this was doubtful as only nn Indian was 
ever successful in riding her. He even 
doubted if Judge Hayues' racer could 
beat her at a quarter-mile dash, and 
finally offered to trade if I would give 
him boot. My confidence in being able 
to ride the animal rose several degrees 
and I felt little apprehension but that 
I should succeed. When I reached Jim 
Lee's ferry on the Columbia the owner 
rather put a ■damper on the matter by 
advising me to turn the horse loose. If 
1 could not lead her on the ferry boat 
without a (leal of effort I should' do so 
and leave her with the H. B. Co. on 
sale. I am pleased to say that I had 
no trouble whatever. My pack-horse 
went on first nnd she followed after 
without any leading, nnd in crossing 
was rather quiet. Lee remarked that 
it was a bad sign, that she was just 
waiting an opportunity to be mean. I 
determined when I got ashore to saddle 
mil ride this animal if I could, or at

'J.iicn 
the tun commenced. .My pack-horso 
wUo was grazing placidly near by stop- 
ped eating and watched the proceedings, 
lueiiig apparently interested in the 
manoeuvres, us* it he would learn some- 
ttnug, and f thought that ho looked u» 
it' he enjoyed it. She then turned loose, 
as Hie saying goes, bucked and kicked, 
making- a circle this way live or six 
times, each turn nurrowing until sho 
stood in the centre, her fcot together, 
for the fiuul plunge, and three or fonr 
times she kicked in every- direction. 
Failing to throw mo sho deliberately 
throw herself down, but I managed to 
clear the saddle and was on my feet 
first, holding on firmly by the teins. As 
she was rising 1 am sorry to say that 
I forgot mlself and gave her a kick 
contrary to my plan of subduing her 
with kindness.- For a moment only I 
thought that 1 would shoot her, but upon 
reflection better intention prevailed. I 
should be out both horse and .$40, be- 
sides being cruel. I had the pleasing 
satisfaction, however, in knowing that 
she did not throw me, and although on 
my feet 1 was still master of tho 
situation, for if she should have 
done so and got away 1 might not 
have seen her for a month. AVo stood 
looking at each other for a bout a min- 
ute, both short of breath, excited and 
tired out. 

Gentle reader, did you ever have this 
experience with a horse* Vou will 
easily understand that the effort issibout 
equal to a day's work. What to do in 
cases of this kind one must think and 
act quickly. 1 determined to pack her 
that day and make a long drive, i then 
p;u up two packs of sand about 00 lbs. 
each. Having a pack-saddle I fastened 
this on her securely and rode my other 
horse and led her along tho trail to the ^ 
summit, a distance ot 45 miles with- 
out stopping. The ferryman told me af- 
terwards, when going over the trail, 
that he thought by the looks of the 
ground where I tried to rido the hoso 
that there had .been a company of en- 
gineers at work throwing up an en- 
trenchment. Having heaw that to sub- 
line an animal was to work nnd starve 
them, I would try this to some extent 
without being too severe. 1 unpacked, 
gave her a urink and tied her up to a 
tree and left ln;r there all night. Next 
morning I repented the packing process 
and went forty milta tnis day to the 
vicinity uf Rock creek, when, thinking 
that this was suitlcieut punishment, 1 
unpacked and turned her out to graze 
on a nice bunchgrass Hat, keeping my 
other horse close so that in the event 
of her trying to escape that 1 should 
catch her. But I think that she was 
too tired for any such proceeding. When 
1 went to stake her out for the night I 
had no trouble in approaching. iSho 
was not vicious, neither kicked or at- 
tempted to bite, as the Spanish horso 
will do. She was exceedingly gentle. I 
ied her to water, spoke kindly and pat- 
ted her and apologized for the kick, 
which I hope she forgave. She ditl not 
attempt to leave, and in Hie morning 
I saddled and rode . off after a few 
manoeuvres of no consequence, when sho 
appeared quite gentle. On coming to 
a deep ravine, as was my usual custom, 
I dismounted nnd led her down and 
going up a steep grade I would do tho 
same, driving my pack-horse in front. 
Being very docile now I was astonished 
sit the change that I turned her out tb 
grass with perfect confidence until dark 
when I did not have the slightesftrouble 
to catch her, going up patting and speak- 
ing kindly. From this time on wo were 
good friends. She became quite docile 
and with the exception of a few ma- 
noeuvres when going in the saddle she 
was otherwise quite gentle. I studied 
the cause of this, and I noticed that 
in going down hill was quite an effort 
and- upon examination I found that her 
shoulder was injured from the effects "df 
racing and bad usage by Indians and 
others. Every place where I could ob- 
tsiin oats 1 purchased and fed both 
horses. But her delight was an apple. 
I bought these on several ocensions and 
she would follow me nround liko n pet 
dog, neighing repeatedly when 1 would 
pat und speak to her kindly, which she ■ 
seemed to appreciate, and instead of a 
vicious, badly disposed horse as I wns 
given to understand I found I had a. 
treasure in this animal and doubted 
whether she was ever so bad as repre- 
sented. On my return trip to Kooteuay 
there was surprise along the Colvillo 
valley when the settlers saw me riding 
this animal. I went out of my way 
from the regular road to the town of 
Colville, about five miles, just to show 
the citizens what I had accomplished 
in the way of mannging a horse Our 
arrival was heralded by an Indian run- 
ner, and when I arrived I think that, 
every man, woman and child in the 
place came out to observe us. I bought 
soino tipples and ftnve to both animuls,. 
which they appreciated, and 'I was con- 
vinced that I had the secret. She being; 
without shoes, I asked the blacksmitl* 
if he would put on a set, but he declined, 
having some experience in this line on 
a previous occasion. I went over to 
Spokane Bridge, where u blacksmith 
resided, and asked him to put n set of 
shoes on. Thinking that he might have 
some trouble 1 told him of the Colville 
incident, and he said he would try if I 
would go to her head and hold her, 
which 1 agreed to, having no fear of 
her now. 1 obtained a few pears, which 
I gave her, stroked and patted hor on 
the head when, strange to say, ho put 
on the full set without tiny difficulty. 
Sho was just rs gentle as he could hnve 
wished and as nice a horse as he over 
sbode. 

I made several trips to and from 
Kooteuay with this animal and am' 
pleased to say that when I turned her 
out to graze that she never attempted to 
leave, but would stay close to camp. I 
could see that she was afraid of wild 
animals', especially bears. Any noiso at 
night she would run up to the camp 
•fire, and often I would 'have to drive 
her away. Whatever vicious habits she 
had formerly she certainly was over 
them now and a more gentle, quiet 
creature in the animal I have hardly 
ever encountered. There were many in- 
cidents nnd minor adventures in travel- 
ing to and from Kootenay with this 
horse nnd others which I may at some 
future time give in another paper on this 
subject. Suffice to say Mint this faith- 
ful little animal served me well for three 
years, when on leaving this route fori 
Oassiar. I gave her in keeping to a 
friend in Similknnieen, knowing that she 
would be well cared for by this gentle- 
man until I should call or send for her. 
Not caring to sell her, which 1 cou'd 
have done profitably, fearing that she 
might come into the possession of some 
one who might trent her cruelly and 
not try to understand her ns I did, and 
in this decision I felt that I was only 
ding tho nnininl justice. 

Being a member of the S.P.C.A., the 
foregoing is written in the interests of 
this society and I trust that in many 
instances it may be an incentive to tho 
kind treatment of that noble animal the 
horse. There may possibly be occa- 
sions where severe and stem measures 
have to be adopted with vicious hordes, 
but I think that gentle, persuasive- 
moans are the best. 1 am fully persuad- 
ed that in the majority of cases 'kind- 
ness and consideration, " coupled wj,th a 
careful study of the animal, will insure 
its docility, ever_ remembering -that In 
the animal kingdom the .hornet and' tho 
dog is man's best friend and are entitled 
to just and /kind ; treatment. > In con- 
clusion, I might say that hooks i npori.'

Again— this time from the upper coun- 
try—people nro asking that tne pi'ov.n- 
cial government print the text books 
'used in tho public schools of the prov- 
ince. If the object aimed at • is to 
secure cheaper or free school books, it 
will never be reached by advocating a 
policy of this kind, the initial cost of 
which would stagger its warmest ad- 
vocates. One way to secure cheaper 
text-books would be for the d(par:mm 
of education to buy direct from the pub- 
lishers arid sell to the different school 
boards at cost, from whom the pupils 
could buy far cheaper than thev do at 
present from the retail bookseller. A 
change along these lines would intail 
no great expenditure on the part of th" 
government, the cost or text-books to 
the pupil would be uiade cheaper and 
a step taken toward* furnishing books 
ifree. The people of the urban cen res 
of this province are not educated to the 
advantages of free text-books. All sor.s 
of sentimental objection to such a sys- 
tem are heard whenever the subject is 
broached. People complain bitterly of 
what It costs them to send their chil- 
dren through -the public schools, yet thev 
have no sympathy witli the idea of their 
children using books that other chil- 
dren used the term before. iSo long as 
this feeling remains as strong ns it is 
at present free text-books is out of the 
question. 

At a special meeting of the Ret nil 
Clerks association hold on Wednesday 
night nud attended by about twenty 
members, a motion to adopt a committee 
report recommending withdrawal from 
the international body wa-i carried by an 
overwhelming majority. Why tho clerks 
should take such action is beyond com- 
prehension. It is proposed to re-organize 
as a local organization. A mistake is 
being made and a grievous one. No 
union of n purely local character has 
ever stood for any length of time. It is 
•to be hoped that there are seven mem- 
bers in the Victoria Retail Clerks as- 
sociation who are prepared to stand by 
the old association and retain the char- 
ter and carry on the union.

'Ho forgot all about tho matter 
until about a month later, when it was 
called to his attention by a letter from 
the distillers enclosing a draft for SlO.fiO 
with thanks for the list, -which had been

2s 3d against 3e, and similar relations 
hold throughout the other grades of 
railway work. The British workman

skirt. At Ihe top, on a line with the 
upper corners of the handkerchiefs, run 
a piece of wide beading, which gives to 
the skirt the appearance of having a 
deep ruffle, and where the handkerchiefs 
join each other place knots of wash rib- 
bon, or, if mie prefers, small embroider- 
ed medallions. 

"Drawers are similarly trimmed, but 
with the difference that eacn band-ker- 
chief is cut in four pieces, sewing the 
lace only on the hemstitched edges. 

There are several ways of fashioning 
the handkerchief corset cover. The sim- 
plest requires but two handkerchiefs, cut 
diagonally, with one half cut in half 
again. Sew the pieces together with 
laee insertion, so as to form one long, 
straight piece, and gather at the bottom 
into a piece of beading the length of 
the waist measure. Finish the top with 
lace, and shoulder straps of ribbon. 

Embroidered handkerchief's make very 
pretty "turn over" collars and cuffs, us- 
ing- the corners in envelope shape, and 
cutting the center of the handkerciehf 
into strips to be used for the collar band 
into which to sew the corners.

The prettiest ones are 
made from moderately large silk hand- 
kerchiefs, of any desired color, and hav- 
ing a hemstitched border. .Some have 
been made from the handkerchiefs of 
figured silk, hut the plain, ones are more 
elegant. 

iFrom the exact middle, of one handker- 
chief cut a circular .piece of the size re- 
quired for the neck, and from this cut 
one straight line to the middle of one 
of the sides. This hemmed serves for 
the opening in the front, and thus yon 
have the entire yoke in one piece and 
Without shoulder seams. 

To this yoke, with lace insertion of 
any desired width, sow, without cutting 
them, the handkerchiefs which are to 
form the body part. One handkerchief 
is needed for each side of the front and 
two for the back, joining them down 
the middle of the hack and under the 
arms with wide lace insertion. From 
two other handkerchiefs' cut a circular 
piece of the size required for the arm- 
hole, but do not cut it directly from the 
center of the handkerchief, rather to- 
ward one side, sewing iu with the short 
side under the arm, so the handkerchief 
will hung evenly in a graceful pointed 
ruffle. .Finish the bottom of tho sacquo, 
the ruffles which form the sleeves, one 
side of the front and the neck, with .wide 
lace gathered on very full, and at the 
neck and yoke tie with streamers of 
ribbon or chiffon. Charming washable 
dressing saeqtiea can be made by using 
lapge white linen handkerchiefs quid 
•Swiss embroideries, or the .law-new 
handkerchiefs of white silk and wash 
laces. ; 

With the aid of .six or seven hand- 
kerchiefs (according to the size) a plain 
white petticoat can be transformed into 
it most elaborate- and- nttrnctivo one.
